GERMANY—SAMOA. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul in Samoa, in a report to the 

: Foreign Office, received on the 25th ult., notes 

Ca: rte and that the islands of Savaii and Upolu were 

P rman taken over by Germany on Ist March, 1900. 

. Shortly afterwards, on 17th April, the United 

States of America took possession of Tutuila and Manua. So far, 
neither event has unfavourably affected British trade in Samoa. 

The only export for many years has been copra. 

The population of German Samoa (Upolu and Savaii, 630,000’ 
acres) consists of about 200 whites, 300 half-castes, and 32,000° 
natives. 

Imports, therefore, cannot be very large, native wants in such a’ 
climate being limited, but should planting companies be formed, 
and the land utilised, matters are expected to assume a very different 
aspect. 

The area of American Samoa (Tutuila and Manua) is small, per- 
haps 35,000 acres, much of which is steep and mountainous: the 
population is about 6,000. 

At the present time cacao is engaging much attention in Samoa.. 
At a distance of two or three miles from the sea it grows almost 
wild, and can be cultivated with success everywhere except perhaps 
on the summit of the mountains, where the climate would probably 
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be too cold. The guality is good, and some of it recently realised 
a high price on the London market. The Governor is introducing 
plants of the celebrated Soconusco variety from Mexico. 

Cacao planting, says the Vice-Consul, is deserving of the attention 
of home capitalists. The great drawback is that leases: from the 
natives for a longer period than 10 years are not likely to be con- 
firmed, as the Government does not wish to encourage land 
speculators, and refers any application of this kind to the Berlin 
authorities. British capitalists wishing to lease land should make 
application in the first instance to the Colonial Department at the 
Foreign Office, Berlin. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,561.)

SPAIN. 


The report of H.M. Commercial Attaché at Madrid, recently 
. received at the Foreign Office, states that the 

: nate improvements in the systems of electric tram- 
Tramways and ways have given fresh impulse to the companies 
Electric Light. i terested in them. During the last few years 
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the increase in electric tramways in Spain has been very rapid, 
and the various lines already cover upwards of 150 miles. In 
Vizcaya there are 48 miles of electric tramways, in Madrid 16 miles, 
in Seville 12 miles, in San Sebastian 9 miles, and lines in Barezlona 
and other cities. 

Among the concessions granted for long lines, are San Sebastian- 
Tolosa; Cadiz-San Fernando; Corunna-Burgos-Santiago; and 
Arriandas-Covadonga. 

Concessions for electric tramways in towns have been granted 
for Madrid, Barcelona, Valencia, Seville, Zaragoza, Corunna, San 
Sebastian, Cadiz, Oviedo, Almeria, and Carthagena. 

The general use of electricity is causing the introduction of 
many valuable industries into practically deserted districts. 

Until a few years ago the streets and houses of most of the 
small towns and villages, which are now well lighted with elec- 
tricity, were dependent on a few oil lamps and the lanterns of the 
night watchmen. Once an electrical plant has been put in a 
village it becomes necessary to employ skilled labour. The residence 
of a few people of superior education in a village soon puts new life 
and energy into all its undertakings, and other improvements follow. 

The introduction of factories, and of opportunities of exercising 
skilled labour in country districts, tend to encourage the rural 
population to take more interest in education, so as to fit them- 
selves to compete for better wages. 

The lack of education in the small towns and villages remains 
an impediment to rapid progress in industrial life. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,560.)

FRANCE. 


According to the “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” of the 21st 
mann inst., there will be held in Rouen, from July to 
eons “ag September next, an Exhibition of Arts as 
sceetation of applied to the ornamentation of piece-goods. 
: The exhibition is open to the manufacturers, 
artists, and others, of all nations, and no charge 
will be made for space allotted. 

All kinds of piece-goods may be exhibited, of whatever nature 
or material (wool, cotton, silk, jute, &.), provided they are of a 
really decorative description as regards ornamentation, printing, 
dyeing, embroidery, &c.

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NICARAGUA. 


The United States Consul-General for Nicaragua has received 
. information from the Nicaraguan Minister at 
Establishment of Washington of the establishment of a‘ National 
Seiagtiin to Museum,” devoted to the development of 
Nicar F industry, commerce and science, with a section 
Samples invited devoted to foreign commerce and industry. In 
Counties order to establish better commercial relations 
‘between Europe, America, and Nicaragua, a 
large hall has been provided in Managua, the capital of Nicaragua, 
for the public display of the products of foreign lands. The director 
of this museum invites the Nicaraguan Consuls in Europe and 
America, to solicit from the manufacturers and producers. within 
their consulates samples (not too la: ge) of goods and articles of their 
manufacture—only such as will be of interest, and of commercial 
value to that country being desired. Articles of this description 
are to be exhibited at all times free of cost, and it is anticipated 
that a permanent exhibition of this kind will prove to the benefit 
of both exhibitors and visitors. Where a manufacturer’s products 
are bulky, such as machinery, heavy farming or mining implements, 
c&c., it is requested that only small working models, or a set of 
representative photographs be submitted. 

All exhibits should be accompanied by a lucid description or by 
instructions how to operate them, their advantages, their technical 
or commercial names, together with catalogue, price lists, terms, 
commissions allowed to agents—and especially the style of packing 
for export. ‘This latter point is of great importance to the 
Nicaraguans, as the Custom duties of that country are based 
on the gross weights. All consignments should be packed as lightly 
as is consistent with safety. 


BRAZIL. 


According to the Brussels ‘“‘ Bulletin Commercial,” the Prefect of 
Minas Geraes has authorised a permanent 
exhibition of all the manufactured, agricultural 
and mining products of that State, to be held in 
the State capital.

Other countries will be also allowed to exhibit, and will be 
allotted space free of charge on which to erect their buildings. 
Although the date is not definitely fixed, the opening of this 
exhibition will probably take place in April, 1902. 

The Belgian Consul at Cidade de Minas states that the following 
articles could probably be exhibited with profit :— 

Pipes for the canalisation of drinking water. 
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Fire-arms and artillery in general ; in the latter case plans and 
photographs of the guns might be sent. 

Material for portable railways. 

Sheet glass, pottery, iron manufactures, cutlery, cement, varnish, 
zinc worked, bronzes, musical instruments, paper of all kinds, 
carpets, brushes, cloth and cashmeres, handkerchiefs (except 
cotton yarns and piece-goods manufactured on the spot), agricul- 
tural instruments, machinery and apparatus for breweries, &c. 

Manufacturers should note that it would probably be of little 
use to exhibit candles, matches, beer, boots, hats, &c., which 
oo are made in the country and on which a heavy import duty 
is levied. 

The State of Minas Geraes is divided into two very distinct 
zones : one agricultural and pastoral, the other mining. 

The former has need of agricultural implements and machinery 
of all kinds, and apparatus for the manufacture of cheese and 
butter. The latter district imports free of duty (according to 
Section 36 of the Customs Law of 22nd November, 1899) all 
necessaries for the mining industry. The above exemption from 
duty extends also to materials for railways necessary for the 
carriage of ore, i.c., rails and rolling stock. With regard to 
fire-arms, every man in the interior carries a gun if only a single 
barrelled one. The more common of*these guns sell for about 
60 to 70 milreis* in the village stores. 

It is said that Spain and the United States are to have sections 
at the permanent exhibition of Cidade de Minas. 

* The present value of the Brazilian milreis is about 11}d.

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The following information is based on an article in the 
“ Politique Coloniale” of 26th ult.:—Shut in entirely by the 
French possessions of Casamance, I'rench Sudan, and the ‘ Riviéres 
du Sud,” Portuguese Guinea may be said to consist of a territory 
stretching along a low coast intersected by innumerable rivers and 
inlets forming the group called the Bissagos Archipelago, of which 
the principal island is Orango. This network of waterways forms 
an excellent means of communication with the interior. The 
River Cacheo, which empties into the sea 28 miles south-east of 
Cape Roxo, can be ascended for 105 miles by the largest ships, and 
is about 300 kiloms. long, all in Portuguese territory. Some cross- 
streams connect it with the River Mansoa and with the River Geba, 
whose immense estuary, 27 miles long, is navigable for gunboats 
asfaras Geba. This estuary receives also the Rio Grande, flowing 
from French territory. The banks of the rivers are covered with 
thick mangroves, and the soil is almost entirely flat and clayey 
except near the River Compony. ‘The rainy season commences in 
April, and the dry season, which is the best season for Europeans, 
in December, for during the rains, owing to the lack of drainage, the 
water remains on the surface of an impervious soil and renders the 
country unhealthy. 

The “ Politique Coloniale” adds that Portuguese Guinea is suit- 
able only for certain kinds of trade and agriculture. The coast 
region, which is extremely fertile, produces rice, earth nuts and 
millet. The natives alone cultivate the soil either on their own 
account or under a contract, In the latter case, the proprietor 
hires labourers to whom he gives the seed, and whom he supplies 
with food until the crops are gathered. The labourer then repays 
his employer with the produce and is also under the obligation 
to sell to him alone the whole or part of the remaining produce. 
The other products are tobacco, which is abundant and of good 
quality, palm-oil, cotton, and caoutchouc. The forests are rich in 
valuable species of trees. The kola tree grows wild at Geba, Farim 
Calac, and at the mouth of the River Cassini, and with proper culti- 
vation it could be made very productive. It may be also noted 
that the natives make for their own use a coarse cotton fabric 
which they dye with indigo. According to a report of the German 
Consul at Bissao, the trade of Boloma, the capital of the Colony, 
has greatly declined in recent years. In 1899, however, the value 
of the imports into Bissao, the chief commercial town, was over 
128,000/., and the exports amounted in value to 42,5001. Of this 
amount one German firm alone is responsible for imports to the 
value of 30,0001., and for exports to about the same amount. 
Trade is still carried on by barter. European firms own factories 
on the coast, and in the interior at Bissao, Bombadinka, San 
Domingo, Cacheo, Farim, &c., and also have small establishments 
all over the country. Means of communication with the various 
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trade centres are greatly facilitated by the numerous waterways 
which are traversed by a number of steamboats and native craft. 

Nearly all the tribes are actively engaged in cattle raising. The 
most intelligent of these natives are the Mandingo Mohammedans; 
not only are they born traders, but they are the best workmen in 
the country, and also the most civilised. 


THE TRADE OF IQUITOS (PERU). 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of a report by H.M. Consul at Iquitos (Peru) on the trade and 
industry of that place during 1900. The Consul states that, 
during the past year, especially during the latter part of it, the 
trade of Iquitos has fallen off considerably. This has been 
occasioned partly by the depreciation which has occurred in 
Europe in the price of rubber, the staple product of the district, 
but perhaps more particularly through financial difficulties in 
Paré and Mandos, with both of which places it is intimately con- 
nected by commercial relations. 

The year opened well, as the Government took active steps to 
restore quiet after the political troubles of the year before. During 
the whole of the past year there has been no revolution. This has 
had a beneficial effect on trade, though it has been more than 
neutralised by the impaired credit for the reasons given above. 
Signs are not wanting that the crisis has been passed, though few 
would venture to say that it will not take a considerable time 
before the former flourishing state of affairs is re-established. 
One result of the present depression will probably be that the 
enormous credits which have been given hitherto to those 
who can command labour will be much curtailed, and business 
transactions will be on a sounder footing than they have been. 
This is a new district, and though its trade is comparatively 
small at present it is capable of great extension. From its geo- 
graphical position, Iquitos must remain the chief centre for 
receiving and distributing the exports and imports for many 
thousands of miles of navigable waters in Perv. ‘There is at 
present a very favourable opportunity for taking up land on the 
va! rivers and tributary streams, for the extraction of rubber, 
ic. ine vubber as distinguished from caucho. Rubber extraction, 


a 
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however, involves‘a hard, rough life, and success could hardly be 
obtained without the co-operation of Peruvians accustomed to 
‘treat with and manage the Indians who do the bulk of the actual 
‘work of extracting and manipulating the rubber. The necessity 
of securing experienced management has been illustrated by the 
non-success of an American firm, who, after a short trial, gave up 
their enterprise. A properly managed seringal, or rubber estate, 
no doubt gives handsome results. Labour is scarce now, but as 
civilisation extends among the Indians on the smaller rivers and 
away from the main stream, this difficulty will be diminished. The 
climate is quite unfitted for English labourers working in the 
forest. The few who have tried it have very quickly given it up, 
being unable to compete with the native Indian on his own 
ground. 

The health of Iquitos was, at the date of the Consul’s 
report (23rd January last), and had been for many months 
fairly good, the terrible epidemic which swept over the place 
towards the end of 1899 and the beginning of last year having 
passed away. It is, however, to be feared that any long continued 
spell of dry weather, as at the time referred to, would induce 
‘another epidemic, for the sanitary arrangements of the city can 
best be described by saying that there are none. After a spell of 
dry weather the condition of the streets and river bank in front of 
the city is indescribable. With frequent tropical rains they are 
kept tolerably clean. The fatal fever in the local epidemics is 
described as “ bilious malarial fever.” It is very like yellow fever, 
and quite as effectual in killing people. The ordinary malarial 
fever is always present, and is seldom fatal, though very enervating. 
It may be mentioned that diligent search has been made for the 
mosquito or gnat, the Anopheles, which modern investigations by 
Surgeon-Major Ross and others shows to be responsible for the 
conveyance of malarial fever, but none have been found. 

The following particulars relating to the towns of Nauta, 
Yurimaguas, Pevas, and Caballo Cocha may be of interest. 

Nauta is a small town on the Marajion, nearly opposite the 
mouth of the River Ucayali. It is said to contain about 2,000 
inhabitants and to have been in former times a trading centre of 
some importance. It has now little or no trade, its inhabitants 
being principally engaged in collecting rubber for Iquitos. 

Yurimaguas is on the River Huallaga and owes what importance 
it has to the fact that it is the port on the river at which overland 
travellers to and from Lima embark and disembark. The climate 
is much superior to that of Iquitos, being, especially at night, 
much cooler owing ‘to the ‘proximity of the Andes, a glimpse of 
which can be got from the river at one point on the way from 
‘Iquitos. The town itself stands on elevated ground above the 
‘river. It has a few well-built houses and a large number of 
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bamboo huts, mostly inhabited by Indians. There is a considerable 
traffic between Iquitos and Yurimaguas by launches. 

Pevas is on the main river, about half-way between Iquitos and 
the frontier. It is said to have been a large town—as size goes on 
the Upper Amazon—but now may be described rather as the 
remains of one. 

Caballo Cocha is an important and thriving town on the main 
river, a few hours from the frontier, with between 2,000 and 3,000 
inhabitants. It is the centre of numerous seringals, or rubber 
estates, on which new ground is being constantly opened up. If 
equal energy and ability were given, there seems no reason why 
many other neighbourhoods not to be distinguished from it in 
physical characteristics should not do equally well. 

The Consul concludes as follows :—‘‘ No Englishman should come 
here unless he has something definite in view. It would also be 
well to see that all contracts are properly drawn up and valid 
according to Peruvian law. I may also add that it is no place for 
wastrells or loafers to come to. Even under the best conditions 
the life is not a luxurious one, though the difficulties to a foreigner 
are mitigated by the unbounded hospitality of the Peruvians, and 
their kindness to travellers and foreign residents.” 
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The “ Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York) of the 
9th inst., in an account of the asphalte deposits of Venezuela, states 
that the settlement of Guanoco, the locality of these deposits, is a 
little over 190 miles to the westward of Port of Spain (on the 
Island of Trinidad), and lies on the west bank of a small creek 
emptying into the River San Juan, which has a depth varying 
from 30 to 45 feet, with steep banks at which a vessel may lie in 
perfect safety. 

The river flows through an almost impassable mangrove swamp, 
without a rock or stone to be seen anywhere along its banks. A 
few miles up from the bar the Colorado empties into the San Juan. 
This leads up to Maturin, the capital of the district. After passing 
the mouth of the Colorado, next comes the Francis. Continuing 
a few miles up the San Juan River on the northerly side is a 
small, narrow, but deep creek. named Guanoco, some two miles 
from the mouth of which, on the westerly bank, is a modern pile 
wharf about 350 feet long. 

Near the wharf are a blacksmith and machine shop, a car shed, 
and some minor sheds. Next comes a foreman’s cottage, then three 
or four native structures, then the company’s headquarters and 
store, built of ccncrete, with 12-inch wails, and intended as a 
fortress in case of an invasion, A few hundred yards further north 
is a wooden structure used to house the artisans employed on the 
place. The administrative building has a few unimportant out- 
buildings, and these make up the town of Guanoco. 

A narrow-gauge railroad, with 22-lb. rails, connects the settle- 
ment of Guanoco with the asphalte lake, 6 miles north, crossing 
the creek twice on pile bridges. This railway, dignified by the 
name of the Guanoco and La Brea Railway, passes through a 
virgin forest which has grown up on the top of an unfathomable 
morass or swamp, and is constantly being reballasted to keep the 
rails in sight above the mud. Near the lake, there are a few 
native huts and the ordinary plant for asphalte mining. ‘The lake 
stretches out for a distance of about five miles, and three miles in 
width ; but it is divided by a narrow ridge of dry land with a few 
stunted trees on it. 

North and east of this marked natural division lies the mine 
known as La Felicidad, and owned by the Warner-Quinlan 
syndicate. Its outlet to a shipping port is the town and port of 
Guayriquien, about six miles to the northward and eastward, and 
through the Guayriquien Creek, some nine miles in length, vessels 
pass out into the Gulf of Paria through the Dragon’s Mouth and 
into the Caribbean Sea, The port will be reached by a narrow- 


gauge railway, and at the terminus a substantial wharf and 


storehouses will be erected. 

The mine known as La Venezuela is owned by native Venezuelans 
and lies to the northward of the Bermudez Mine, and to the west- 
ward of La Felicidad, and covers about 200 acres. 


> 
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The asphalte from the lake, it is claimed, is very nearly pure, 
cargoes having been shipped to New York which contained only 
from two to four per cent. of impurities. The refining of this class 
of asphalte is simply heating it until the water is evaporated, for 
there is no scum, dirt nor foreign matter in it. The supply is 
practically inexhaustible. At certain seasons of the year this vast 
deposit is covered with a tall grass, often 6 feet or 8 feet high, and 
when iit takes fire, as it often does, owing to the Indians being 
careless with their camp fires, the grass will burn for days at a 
time, and when burned over leaves no mark save crusting the 
asphalte for perhaps an inch in thickness. 

Very few white men have ever visited this asphalte district as it 
is not a region which anyone would be likely to visit unless drawn 
there by business. Although situated in a swamp and only some 
4 or 5 ft. above sea level, it has proved a healthy locality. The sick 
list seldom exceeds 4 per cent., and the ailments comprise for the 
most part mild intermittent fevers, the treatment of which appears 
to consist chiefly of mild cathartics and quinine. The natives are 
quick to learn and are good, faithful workers. They are not 
inclined to be quarrelsome, and with a kindly disposed superin- 
tendent no trouble is ever experienced in working them in large 
gangs. 

The average Venezuelan will dig and load into a dump car 2} to 
3 tons of asphalte in an 8-hour working day as a task, and it is on 
record that some of the more hardy ones have loaded as much as 


8 tons in 10 hours. They receive 50 cents per day for their 


labour and one ration averaging in cost from 16 to 19 cents per 
day. They are fond of new rum, but it is very rarely that they 
drink to excess. 

It is expected that before the end of the year the shipments 
from this locality will be greater than ever recorded. 


TRADE OF THE GREAT LAKES IN 1900. 


The trade of the Great Lakes in the navigation season, 1900, 
has exceeded that of any preceding year. The report of the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics covering the business of the 
principal ports, combined with the reports of the officer in charge 
of the Saulte Ste. Marie Canal, for the year ending 31st December, 
1900, and taken in comparison with the figures of preceding years, 
fully justifies this assertion. The work of the Bureau of Statistics 
during the season 190 was the first attempt to classify and study 
the movements in the great articles from port to port on the 
Great Lakes, and while it was not found practicable in this 
experimental year to include in this work some of the minor ports, 
or to obtain data in all cases for the opening month of the season, 


“> 
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the figures may be accepted as presenting a fairly accurate view 


of the port to port commerce of the articles and classes of articles | 


which form the bulk of the traffic on this great internal waterway. 

According to the figures received at the Board of Trade from 
the United States Bureau of Statistics, there were received by 
vessels at the 37 principal ports on the Great Lakes, between 1st 
April, 1900, and the close of the year, a total of 1,266,234 tons of 
flour; 52,834,256 bushels.of wheat ; 70,805,801 bushels of corn ; 


33,290,767 bushels of oats; 11,526,501 bushels of barley; and. 


1,840,892 bushels of rye. These figures relate purely to the 
movements between United States ports, and do not, therefore, 
include the shipments to or from ports on the Canadian side of the 
canals, or through the Welland canal. The great bulk of the 
grain traffic originated at Chicago and Duluth, and had Buffalo as 
its point of destination. So far as can be judged from the 
discrepancy between the figures representative of shipments and 
receipts respectively, after making allowance for the grain in 
storage on vessels both at the beginning and close of the season, 
and their shipments from small ports not included in the season’s 
compilation, the movement of grain via the Canadian water routes 
did not reach the proportions which had been predicted for it. 

The receipts of iron ore by water at the ports embraced in the 
Bureau’s compilation reached a total of 16,268,027 tons, and this 
may be accepted as about 85 per cent. of the entire movement of 
iron ore both by rail and water. All the principal ore-receiving 
and shipping ports are covered by the Bureau statement. Of the 
16,268,027 tons handled, 15,843,681 tons are shown to have been 
shipped from the six ports of Two Harbours, Duluth, Escanaba, 
Ashland, Marquette, and West Superior, and 13,623,609 tons were 
received at the six ports of Ashtabula, Cleveland, Conneaut, South 
Chicago, Buffalo, and Erie—a remarkable exemplification of the 
extent to which the iron ore traffic is concentrated. 

Many different classes of commodities, such as provisions, dry- 
goods, and hardware are reported under the general head of 
unclassified freight. This movement at the principal lake ports 
during the past year reached the aggregate of 3,471,131 tons. In 
this traffic the City of Chicago led, with 842,221 tons. The 
receipts at other ports were: Buffalo, 668,831 tons; Cleveland, 
275,673 tons; Detroit, 234,482 tons; and Milwaukee, 325,124 tons. 

In view of the effort being made by the owners of the lumber- 
carrying vessels on the Great Lakes to effect a combination with 
the purpose of maintaining rates, it is perhaps interesting, as 
illustrating the scope of this branch of inland commerce, to note 
that lumber shipments were made during the season from 32 of 
the 37 ports, the commerce of which the Bureau of Statistics kept 

> a record, receipts being recorded at an equal number of ports.

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~ The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of a despatch, dated 14th ult., from H.M. Consul at Puerto 
Rico, enclosing copy of an Act passed by the Legislative | 
Assembly of that city relative to foreign corporations. e Act 
reads as follows 


Section 1.—That all corporations or joint stock companies, 
organised under the laws of any state, or the United States, or of 
any foreign government, shall, before doing business within this 
island, file in the Office of the Secretary a duly authenticated copy 
of their charter or articles of incorporation, and also a statement 
verified by the oath of the President and Secretary of said corpora- 
tion, and attested by a majority of its Board of Directors, 
showing :— 

1. The name of such corporation and the location of its principal 
office or place of business, without this island; and if it is to have 
any place of business or principal office within this island, the 
location thereof. 

2. The amount of capital stock. 

3. The amount of its capital stock actually paid in, in money. 

4. The amount of its og stock paid in, in any other way, and 
in what. 

5. The amount of the assets of the corporation, and of what the 
assets consist, with the actual cash value thereof. 

6. The liabilities of such corporation, and if any of its indebted- 
ness is secured, how secured, and upon what property. 


Section 2.—Such corporation or joint stock company shall also 
file, at the same time and in the same office, a certificate, under the 
seal of the corporation and the signature of its President, Vice- 
President or other acting head, and its Secretary, if there be one, 
oneiying that the said corporation has consented to be sued in the 
courts of this island upon all causes of action arising against it in 
this island, and that service of process may be made against some 
person, & resident of this island, whose name and place of residence 
shall be designated in such certificate, and such service when so 
made upon such agent shall be valid service on the corporation or 
company, and such agent shall reside at the principal place of 
business of such:corporation or company. 


Section 3.—The written consent of the person so designated to 
act as such agent shall also be filed in like manner, and such 
designation shall remain until the filing in the same office of a 
written revocation thereof, or of the consent executed in like 
manner. A certified copy of a designation so filed, accompanied 
with a certificate that it has not been revoked, is presumptive 
evidence of the execution thereof, and conclusive evidence of the 
authority of the officer executing it. 
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Section 4.—If any foreign corporation shall attempt or commence 
to do business in this island without having first filed said state- 
ments, certificates and consents required by this Act, it shall forfeit 
to the people of this island the sum of 10 dols. for every day it shall 
so neglect to file the same. It shall be the duty of the Attorney- 
General to sue for and recover, in the name of the island, the 
penalty above provided, and the same, when so recovered, shall be 
paid into the Treasury for the use of the island. ‘ 

Section 5.—Every such corporation shall annually, and within 
20 days from the Ist day of July of each year, make a report, © 
which shall be in the same form and contain the same information 
as required in the statement mentioned in Section 1 of this Act, 
which report shall be filed in the Office of the Secretary. 


Section 6.—Any foreign corporation that has heretofore engaged 
in business, performed acts, or made contracts in this Island, may, 
within 90 days from the date this Act goes into effect, comply 
with the provisions hereof, and thereupon all its acts and contracts 
done and made before this Act goes into effect, shall be valid and 
enforceable, any statute of this Island, or any order heretofore 
enacted or made to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 7.—Foreign life insurance companies, not on the assess- 
ment plan, are hereby declared to be embraced within the 
provisions of this Act. Provided that such foreign insurance, 
surety or building and loan companies as have filed their charters 
and taken out certificates in accordance with General Orders 
No. 94, series of 1900, of the late Military Government of Porto 
Rico shall be relieved from the provisions of this Act, and the 
Treasurer of Porto Rico shall transfer to the Secretary of Porto 
Rico, the charters, statements and certificates of such companies 
filed in accordance with said General Orders. 


Section 8.— All laws and orders and parts of Jaws and of orders 
in conflict with this law, be, and the same are, hereby repealed. 


Section 9.—This Act shall take effect from and after its passage.

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TRANSVAAL. 


The following ee by Sir Alfred Milner, H.M. High 
r F ommissioner for South Africa, relating to the 
importation of goods into the 
—— appeared in the “Cape of Good Hope Govern- 
ment Gazette ” for the 8th ult. :— 

‘“* Whereas by Field-Marshal Lord Roberts’ Proclamation No. 10 

of the 27th July, 1900, provision was made for the importation of 
goods into such portions of the territory of the South African 
Republic as were or might be in the occupation of Her late 
Majesty’s Forces : 
%<“ And whereas by Field-Marshal Lord Roberts’ Proclamation 
of the 1st September, 1900, all the territories known as the South 
African Republic were annexed to and now form part of Her late 
Majesty’s dominions, and Her late Majesty was pleased to direct 
that the new territories should thenceforth be known as the 
Transvaal. 

“ And whereas it is necessary to make provision for the importa- 
tion of goods into the Transvaal : 

‘* Now, therefore, under and by virtue of the powers, jurisdiction 
and authority conferred upon me by Her late Majesty’s Commission 
dated the 8th day of October, 1900, as Administrator of the 
Transvaal, I do hereby proclaim, declare, and make known as 
follows :— 
+ “1, The importation of goods as aforesaid is now permitted, 
subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) That a permit for such importation has been previously 4 
obtained from the Military Governors of Pretoria or 
Johannesburg, or their duly appointed deputies. 

* (b) That Customs duties are paid on all goods imported. 

“« These duties shall for the present and until further provision 
is made therefor, be levied according to the Customs Tariff which 
was leviable by the laws of the late South African Republic, which 
shall be read, however, as if the following appeared therein in the 
schedule of articles exempted from duty :— : 

“ Public Stores, imported or taken out of bond by, and bona fide 
for the sole and exclusive use of the Government of His Britannic 
Majesty or the Government of any Colony, State or Territory in 
South Africa, provided that a certificate be delivered to the Customs 

iven under the hand of a principal Imperial, Military, Naval, 
ivil, Commissariat or Ordnance Secretary or Officer, or under the 
hand of a Secretary to any Government as aforesaid, setting forth 
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that any duty levied on such public stores would be borne directly 
by the Tréastiry of his Government; and provided farther that no 
portion of such stores used or unused shall be sold or otherwise 
disposed of soas to come into the possession of or into consumption 
by any parties not legally entitled to import the same free of duty, 
until the intention so to sell or dispose of the stores shall have 
been notified to the principal officer of Customs in this Territory, 
to whom the duty leviable according to the tariff then in force 
shall be paid by the Government selling or disposing of the stores ; 
wine, spirits, and beer imported direct or taken out of bond by, 
and for the sole use of, Commissioned Officers serving on full pay 
in the regular Military or Naval Forces of His Britannic Majesty, 
subject to such regulations as the Customs may make for the due 
protection of the Revenue, provided that if any such liquors shall 
be sold or otherwise disposed of to or for consumption by any 
other person not legally entitled to import the same free of duty 
without the duty being first paid thereon to the Customs’ according 
to the tariff then in force, then they shall be forfeited and the 
parties knowingly disposing of such liquors or into whose possession 
the same shall knowingly come shall be liable to such penalties 
as may be prescribed by law; and provided further that until 
otherwise enacted Articles commonly known as ‘Canteen Stores’ 
imported or taken out of bond for the sole and exclusive use of 
His Majesty’s Military Forces may under the foregoing conditions 
be admitted free of duty. 

“2. In the case of goods imported from or through the Colonies 
of the Cape of Good Hope or Natal, the Customs duties as aforesaid 
shall be paid to the Collectors of Customs in those Colonies, and I 
do hereby, with the consent of the Government of the aforesaid 
Colonies, nominate and appoint the said Collectors of Customs to 
be my agents for the collection of such duties, provided, however, 
that in the case of goods entered and destined for the towns of 
Pretoria and Johannesburg, the payment of the duties may be 
deferred until the arrival of the goods at such places, where it skall 
be duly made to the proper Officer of Customs. 

“3. The permits mentioned in section 1, sub-section (a), shall be 
issued subject to such conditions as may from time to time be 
prescribed by the said Military Governors of Pretoria or Johannes- 
burg. 

oi 4, Any goods imported as aforesaid without payment of the 
proper Customs duties or contrary to the regulations mentioned 
in the preceding section, shall be liable to confiscation, and the 
importer or his agent shall in addition be liable to a fine not 
exceeding five times the amount of the Customs duties thereon.”

Arrangements were made with the Canadian 
railway companies for forwarding goods from France on through 
bills of lading to any part of Canada. The Government of Canada 
has accorded to this new line of steamers the subsidy of 10,0007. a 
year inscribed in the Canadian statutes for a direct line between 
France and Canada. The subvention is for five years, including 
1900, but it is stipulated that there should be a service of 18 
voyages each year; and, as this condition has not been fulfilled, 
the amount payable for 1900 will be only the proportional sam

‘In the report of H.M. Consul-General at Havre it is stated that, 


Coal Trad in the seven principal ports of the Havre 

a: ten Consular district, the total importation of British 

coal in 1900 amounted to 1,942,855 tons, an 

increase of 309,784 tons over the amount imported in 1899. 

There was an increase at every port except Trouville, the largest 
additional quantity having been received at Havre. 

Of the 856,646 tons of British coal imported into Havre, 
760,431 tons were brought by British vessels. The increasing 
tendency to employ foreign vessels in the carrying of British coal 
to the North of France has already attracted attention. The 
same circumstance is noticed in the reports from the Vice-Consuls 
at Caen, Dieppe, and Trouville. 

The importation of foreign coal into Havre has hitherto been 
entirely from the British coalfields, but in 1900 a new feature was 
introduced into the French coal trade by the arrival of four cargoes 
of American coal, two for the Chargeurs Réunis Navigation 
Company and two for the Western of France Railway Company, 
amounting altogether to about 19,000 tons. 

. Whether or not, American coal will be able to compete success- 
fully in France against British coal depends mainly on the question 
‘of freight. Comparing the price of American coal with that of 
British coal at the ports of exportation in the United Kingdom 
and the United States respectively, there is a great difference in 
price in favour of American coal, but the rates of freight are 
greatly to the advantage of British coal. 

At the end of 1900 the current market values of British coals 
per ton, f.o.b., were as follows:—Best English steam coal (New- 
castle), 14s. ; best Welsh steam coal (Cardiff), 172. ; Scottish coal, 
13s. 9d. 

* The rates of freight per ton from South Wales to Havre were 
53. ; fone Scotland, 6s.; and from the North-East of England, 
4s. 6 

Taking the lowest rates of freight and the prices mentioned 
above, the cost of British coal per ton alongside of the quay at 
Havre would be as follows:—Best Welsh steam coal, 22s.; best 
Newcastle steam coal, 18s. 6d. ; Scottish coal, 19s. 9d. 

H.M. Consul-General goes on to say: «The United States 
Consul at Havre informs me that the price at which the best 
American coal, which might possibly be substituted for Welsh 


_ steam coal, can be put on board ship either at Philadelphia, 


Baltimore, or New York is 10s. 5d. per ton, and that the ocean 
freight for coal from any of the above ports to Havre ranges from 
15s. to 18s. per ton. 

“ Again, taking the lowest rate of freight and the above price 
per ton, the cost of American coal alongside the quay at Havre 
would be 25s. 5d. per ton.

The table of exports shows how severely the island suffered 
fom the drought. The value of the wheat, barley, and cheese 
exported shows a decrease of 64,698/., and even if the value b> 


| 
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deducted of the increased quantity which was used of food pro- 
duced in the country, there was a loss of over 40,000/. on these 
three items. The exports of caroubs were also 3,365l. less. The 
value of animals exported fell 10,6891., the cause being that the 
Egyptian market for them was practically closed by the quarantine 
regulations, ‘The silk crop was a bad one, and the value fell 
4,7961, while the vintage was poor, showing a reduction in the 
value exported of 6,591. The short crops resulted in the balance 
of the movement of specie being against the island. The excess of 
the exports of specie over the imports being 15,405l. 

There is an increase in the export of cotton from 2,582 cwts. in 
1898, to 7,641 cwts. in 1899, Fruit and vegetables show an 


increase in value of 3,6821. 


LAGOS. 

According to the official returns of the Colony of Lagos, quoted in 
the “Lagos Standard” of 20th ult., the total 
Trade in 1900. value of imports into the Colony for the yecr 
1900 was 832,7491., as against 956,618/. in 
1899, showing a decrease of no less than 123,869/. The total 
value of exports for the same period amounted to 885,1381., as 
against 915,937/. in 1899, or a decrease of 30,7991. The decline, 
particularly in the matter of imports, is quite unusual, and is 
particularly marked in the matter of specie, of which there was 
imported into the Colony in 1900 only 75,5001, as against 
159,325]. in 1899, showing the tnormous falling off of 83,825/. On 
the other hand the export of specie during the year was 131,812/., 
as against 81,5261. in 1899, an excess of 50,2861. over the 
preceding year. As regards other exports, rubber shows the 
greatest falling off. Of this commodity there were exported in 
1900 only 596,332 lbs. representing a value of 48,258/., ‘as 
against 1,933,515 lbs. representing a value of 160,314/. in 1899. 
The exportation of palm kernels has decreased a little, while 
palm oil shows a slight increase. The timber trade shows the 
greatest improvement, the export of mahogany for 1900 reaching 
the value of 66,3471. 8s. 9d., or nearly double the value of that 

exported the preceding year.

It will thus be seen that the rate of increase of the population of 
Germany during the five years between the censuses of 1895-1900 
was greater than in any recent quinquennial period. In some parts 
of Germany, however, the rate of increase is considerably greater 
than in others. For instance, the population of Westphalia, 
numbering 3,188,072 on 1st December, 1900, had increased by 18 
per cent. since 2nd December, 1895; that of the Rhine Province, 
5,758,995 in December, 1900, by 12°8 per cent. The population 
of the city of Berlin increased 12-3 per cent., i.e., from 1,677,304 
to 1,884,151 during the period in question, whilst the number of 
inhabitants of the Hanse towns also increased at an unusually rapid

at Mavre. - hostile legislation in the French Parliament 
which may seriously interfere with transactions of this nature, and 

may possibly stop them altogether. 
The Havre exchange was the first in Europe to organise and 
regulate this “terminal” business, and to perfect the system 
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whereby all transactions were registered by the Clearing-house 
(Caisse de Liquidation). 

A Bill, the ostensible purpose of which is to regulate all ter- 
minal trading, has been for some time before the Committee of the 
Chamber, which has accepted the general principle of State super- 
vision of option trading, but has not yet come to a decision upon 
the details of the measure. 

There seems to be some disposition to altogether prohibit 
option trading in wool in Roubaix and Tourcoing, where the 
article dealt in is washed wool, and not wool in its natural state 
as in the Havre market, but it is said that the result of this would 
be to transfer the trade from these places to Antwerp, where it is 
carried on to a very large extent. 

There is, of course, a great amount of speculative business done 
on the Havre samen but besides the regular speculators there 
are many persons who are obliged to resort to these terminal 
operations for the entirely legitimate purpose of protecting them- 
selves, by a purchase or a sale for forward delivery, for contracts 
they may enter into in the natural course of their business. For 
these (and they furnish the majority of the traders in options) the 
closing of the markets would be a most serious loss. 

The proposed legislation is vigorously opposed by the Chamber 
of Commerce, the municipal authorities, and other public bodies.

Machinery is also supplied by Germany in large quan- 
tities, and in the year 1899 the importations of machines and 
separate pieces of machines were valued at 7,500,000 pesetas 
(300,000/.*), motor machinery at 1,000,000 pesetas (40,000/.), and 
cables for electricity at 2,000,000 pesetas (80,000/.). Other valu- 
able importations were hides and skins, 4,500,000 pesetas 
(180,000/.), and paper, books, &c., valued at 3,000,000 pesetas 
(120,000/.), of which more than 1,000,000 pesetas (40,000/.) was 
for maps and engravings. Among the most important Spanish

ARABIA. 


The following particulars concerning the pearl fisheries of the 
The Pearl Persian Gulf are taken from a report by the 
Fisheries of the Belgian Legation at Tehran, published in the 

Persian Gulf “ Bulletin Commercial ” of 9th inst. :—~ 

: The Persian Gulf pearl fisheries have always 
had a deserved reputation for richness. The most accessible banks 
are at Bahrein and along the Arabian coast from Koweit to El Katar. 
These banks attract pearl fishers from all the surrounding ports. 
During the favourable season, which lasts from June to October, 
from 3,000 to 4,000 craft of all descriptions anchor in the waters 
around Bahrein, where fishing is free except for a slight payment 
to the Sheik of the island. Each boat is manned by a crew varying 
from five to fifteen men, who prefer to work those banks which lie 
at a depth of not more than seven fathoms. 

Of the oysters gathered, only from 5 to 10 per cent. contain 
pearls. When these have been extracted the owner of the boat 
sorts them and sells them to Indian and Arabian dealers, who in 
most cases have already made advances at usurious rates. The 
best pearls go to India and Aden; the others go principally to 
Lingah, where a speciality of the Persian trade is made. The 
following table is intended to show the exports of pearls during 
each of the six years 1894 to 1899 inclusive, but as it is very 
possible that some pearls are included in the statistics of more than 
one port, the total figures are perhaps slightly exaggerated :—

imperial gallons). This quantity was practically sufficient for 
home consumption, the imports being insignificant. Of the total 
production, 21,000,000 litres (4,620,000 gallons) were distilled 
trom the sugar cane. This industry is carried on in all the States 
except those in the north, the order of importance being as follows :—

Alcohol is also extracted in Mexico from a plant called “ maguey.” 
The quantity distilled from this plant during the last fiscal year 
was 9,466,000 litres (2,082,520 gallons), coming chiefly from the 
States of Jalisco (2,373,000 litres), San Luis Potosi (1,991,000 
litres), and Zacatecas (1,267,000 litres). 

Distillation from grain is carried on almost exclusively in two 
establishments in the Federal District. These distilleries together 
produced 2,833,000 litres (623,260 gallons) in 1899-1900, out of a 
total of 3,266,000 litres (718,520 gallons) for the whole country. 
The remaining 433,000 litres were produced in the State of 
Jalisco. 

Vine cultivation has developed in the State of Coahuila, where 
336,000 litres (73,920 gallons) of alcohol were distilled from 
grapes. The quantity distilled from grapes in the other states 
was practically nil. 
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HONDURAS.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
, addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 

under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
partments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Oommercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Eacse and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Oolonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 

Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 
The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 


intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 


conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
